day. A frenzy of enthusiasm greet- 
ed the giant sky cruiser.

would make landing of contraband 
practically impossible. 


"Dirigibles wil Ibe used in forest pa- 


trol, preventing and extinguishing 
fiics which have >becn costing 
your 


noitlnvcst millions of dollars every 
year. They will drop bombs contain- 
ng carbonic acid gas, quickly smoth- 
ciing the flames." 


Lehmann, who has never lost a 


ship, although he undertook some of 
the longest and most peiilous of the 
var flights, will be one of the two pi- 
lots of the ZR-3 in its trans-Atlantic 
tiip to America under the command 
of Dr._Eckner. He is "the real fa- 
ther of long distance lighter-than-air 
flights," having made the first cruise 
of more tliun four days-in a fighting 
Zeppelin. Up to that time aeronaut- 
ical authorities had contended that 
neither crew nor motors could stand 
a trip of more than two days. On 
this trip, Lehmann piloted a dirigible 
over the Baltic Sea, remaining in the 


101 hours, or 30 hours longer than 


the ZR-3 is expected to ne,ed for its 
journey to/America. 


Lehmann's most famous exploit 


was the shelling of Calais from an 
airship 5,000 feet above the city. A 
basket was suspended 2,000 feet be- 
neath the ship, from which an observ- 
ed telephoned his commander the re- 
sults of the bombardment. 


The new dirigible industry at Ak- 


ron will be .under the'direction of 
Lehmann, who has spent six months 
in the Ohio city acquiring a fluent 
ki owledge of English. He .will take 
with him a dozen of the best German 
experts on airship construction, in- 
cluding Dr. Arnstein, known as "the 
scientific brains of modern airship de- 


tainmetits.

101 hours, or 30 hours longer than 


the ZR-3 is expected to ne,ed for its 
journey to/America. 


Lehmann's most famous exploit 


was the shelling of Calais from an 
airship 5,000 feet above the city. A 
basket was suspended 2,000 feet be- 
neath the ship, from which an observ- 
ed telephoned his commander the re- 
sults of the bombardment. 


The new dirigible industry at Ak- 


ron will be .under the'direction of 
Lehmann, who has spent six months 
in the Ohio city acquiring a fluent 
ki owledge of English. He .will take 
with him a dozen of the best German 
experts on airship construction, in- 
cluding Dr. Arnstein, known as "the 
scientific brains of modern airship de- 


tainmetits.
